DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 17-22 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The applicant states in the preamble of the claim 
that the applicant is claiming a method claim. However in claims 1 7-20 the only "steps" 
that are stated are in claim 18 with the rest of the claims apparatus limitations. With 
that, it is unclear to the examiner as to what the applicant is trying to claim, an 
apparatus or a method? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baum 
(US 1 ,537,794). Baum discloses a finger supporting glove turner as illustrated in Figs. 1 
and 2. The device includes a pushrod 14 configured to invert glove appendages on a 
variety of gloves and a base 1 1 that has an opening 12 to accept and provide 
stabilization to the pushrod 14 with said pushrod having sufficient size to receive glove 
appendage. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Baum (US 1 ,537,794) in view of Summers (US 2,427,933). Baum discloses a finger 

supporting glove turner as illustrated in Figs. 1 and 2. The device includes a pushrod 

14 configured to invert glove appendages on a variety of gloves and a base 1 1 that has 

an opening 12 to accept and provide stabilization to the pushrod 14 with said pushrod 

having sufficient size to receive glove appendage. However, Baum does not teach the 

tip of the pushrod being concave. Summers teaches a pushrod in Fig. 4 that has a 

concave tip 50 adapted to receive a glove (Col. 1 lines 52-55). It would have been 

obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to replace the pushrod of Baum with the 

pushrod of Summers to provide a tip that is in the shape of the glove. 
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As to claim 18, the device of Baum/Summers would provide continuous 
engagement of the tip as claimed by the applicant allowing for the inversion of the glove 
as claimed. 

As to claim 19, the device of Baum/Summers would provide a method of 
inverting glove appendages as claimed. 

As to claim 20, the combined invention would be lightweight thus providing 
portability as claimed. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Baum 
(US 1,537,794) in view of Summers (US 2,427,933). Baum teaches the pushrod 14 is 
of sufficient length to allow for the inversion of the glove. However Baum does not 
teach the tip of the pushrod being concave. Summers teaches a pushrod in Fig. 4 that 
has a concave tip 50 adapted to receive a glove (Col. 1 lines 52-55). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to replace the pushrod of Baum with the 
pushrod of Summers to provide a tip that is in the shape of the glove.
